Kewanee Drill 


Down 700 Feet 


At 10:30 a. rn. Friday the drill 
in the Kewanee Oil Co. well on 
Creek Rd., had reached a depth 
of 700 feet and was going down 
about one foot every four or five 
minutes. 
Drilling, which halted tempor­ 
arily Tuesday night while the ce­ 
ment about the 13-1 .ch c a s i n g 
was 
hardening, 
was 
resumed 
around midnight Thursday. The 
drill bad gone down approximate­ 
ly 330 feet from midnight until 
10:30 a. rn. 
The company has erected a large 
•ign, warning the public to stay 
outside the enclosure 
about 
the 
drilling rig. There is a space on the 
•ign where the depth will be noted 
as of 8 a, rn. each day. 
No geological information is to 
be given out regarding the nature 
of the stone or earth through which 
the drill passes, it is noted on the 
•ign.

THE '‘drillers mud” being pump­ 
ed into the well, enters through a 
Urge rubber hose attached to the 
top of the drilling shaft, and is 
forced into the well through the 
hollow drill shaft. 
Not only does the “ mud bring 
the cuttings to the surface but it 
builds up a force so great that only 
an extraordinarily heavy pressure 
of gas or oil would force it out of 
the well. 
It will be necessary to replace 
the drilling bits perhaps 20 times 
before the well is completed. 
This necessitates removing the 
entire drilling shaft, which is set 
up in 80 foot lengths at the south 
aide of the derrick, until it is ready 
to be reconnected and drilling re­ 
sumed. 
Electrical equipment k e e p s a 
constant graph of the well, and a 
man is on duty all of the time keep­ 
ing the equipment in operation and 
making the record. 
Samples of cuttings are taken at 
frequent intervals so a complete 
log of the well can be kept.

At 10:30 s. m. Friday the drill 
in the Kewanee Oil Co. well on 
Creek Rd., had reached a depth 
of 700 feet and was going down 
about one foot every four or five 
minutes. 
Drilling, which halted tempor­ 
arily Tuesday night while the ce­ 
ment about the 13-L.ch c a s i n g 
was 
hardening, 
was 
resumed 
around midnight Thursday. The 
drill had gone down approximate­ 
ly 330 feet from midnight until 
10:30 a. m. 
The company has erected a large 
aign, warning the public to stay 
outside the enclosure , about the 
drilling rig. There is a space on the 
sign where the depth will be noted 
as of 8 a. m, each day. 
No geological information is to 
be given out regarding the nature 
of the stone or earth through which 
the drill passes, it is noted on the 
sign.

THE “drillers mud’* being pump­ 
ed into the well, enters through a 
large rubber hose attached to the 
top of the drilling shaft, and is 
forced into the well through the 
hollow drill shaft. 
Not only does the “mud bring 
the cuttings to the surface but it 
bolds up a force so great that only 
an extraordinarily heavy pressure

It will be necessary to replace 
the drilling bits perhaps 20 times 
before the well is completed.

Electrical equipment k e e p s a 
constant graph of the well, and a 
man is on duty all of the time keep­ 
ing the equipment in operation and 
making the record. 
Samples of cuttings are taken at 
frequent intervals so a complete 
log of the well can be kept.

But he also wants a 
farm, program with fewer con­ 
trols and less cost to the taxpay­ 
er, and Wednesday’s House ac­ 
tion may he a step in that direc­ 
tion. 
It is Benson's philosophy that 
government’s role in agriculture 
should be greatly reduced from 
present levels.

public aid limited to research, edu­ 
cation, sales

THE HOUSE action was signifi­ 
cant because of the forces behind 
it. It was a victory largely for city 
congressmen (some f r o m both 
major parties) who have grown 
tired of voting big sums for farm 
programs. These 
are 
programs 
which Benson recently told Con­ 
gress are not working anyway. 
It was a defeat, the second ma­ 
jor one of the session, for a divid­ 
ed and apparently fading congres­ 
sional farm bloc. E a r l i e r , the 
House defeated a bill to provide 
a new corn stabilization program 
after farm-minded lawmakers had 
fought among themselves. Not in 
a quarter of a century had the 
farm bloc suffered setbacks such 
as those sustained this year. 
If the House decision means 
that Congress Is determined to 
spend toss on farm programs, 
then one of the few avenues open 
is the Benson philosophy.

outstanding on school bus purchas­ 
es.” He said purchases since 1956 
were provided for in the bill. 
Local boards who purchased bus­ 
es before 1956 claim they were 
made with state approval. 
The measure includes $6 million 
for school bus purchases, nearly 
$19 million to pay school transpor­ 
tation costs and more than $400,- 
000 to pay for contract bus serv­ 
ice.

Photographer, 79, 
Prominent Here 


Herbert C. Campbell, 79. who 
had been prominent in the life of 
Washington C. H. for nearly three- 
quarters of a century, died at 12:12 
a. m. Friday at his home, 609 
Clinton Ave. 
He has been in failing health 
for the last three years and seri­ 
ously ill lor four months. 
A photographer by vocation, he 
came here from his native Omega, 
Pike County, in 1883 and gradually 
became a part of the community 
that was to be his home for life. 
During his career as a photo­ 
grapher, he made what was al­ 
most a pictorial history of Wash­ 
ington C. H. and the surrounding 
area.

While his principal business was 
at his s t u d i o, where he t o o k 
hundreds of portraits and family 
groups, he also went out on his 
own to build up his collections of 
places and things in. the c o m* 
munity.

do so. That must always be the goal of pri­ 
vate enterprise.

In this connection it can be pointed out 
that Samuel Gompers, one of labor’s most 
revered leaders of the past, was the op­ 
posite of many of today's labor lead i n g 
executives. 
Gompers’ first and last interest was his 
s i n c e r e concern in the welfare a n d 
bettermen of labor, he sacrificed his all in 
making for labor’s betterment; his selfish 
interests were always relegated to t h e 
rear and were his last consideration. He 
would not have countenanced today s goon 
labor executives or their high handed pro­ 
cedures. 
The big question today is, will the pres­ 
ent U. S. Senate investigation awaken the 
rank and file labor membership, c a u s e 
them to stand up as free men to their 
executives as members of other business, 
civic and political organizations do?

he said. “ It can be positively 
dangerous to them.” 
Some 16 million Americans, or 
nearly 1 in 10, are allergic to 
one or more substances. 
“Allergy is as nearly a uni 
versal afflic' on as any I can 
think of,” said Dr. Weiner. “It 
is a bond that links mankind. 


“I doubt if there is a large 
percentage of people who aren’t 
allergic to a degree to one sub­ 
stance or another—from aspirin 
to yogurt,, 
“There have been cases of 
women who were found to be al­ 
lergic to their husband’s dan­ 
druff.” 
Even more unlikely but still 
true: A number of women have 
been found to be allergic to 
money. They break out in a rash 
every time they touch cash. The 
trouble is, a man, married, to a 
woman with this ailment enjoys 
no particular benefit. She can 
usually write checks all day long 
with no visible sign of disability. 
“House dust is one of the com­ 
monest cause of allergies,” Dr. 
Weiner said. “The housewife us­ 
ually thinks of dust as dirt— the 
particles of zirborne soot and 
ash that float igto her home. 
“That is not dust to us. The 
dust we are after is decomposed 
proteins from the breakdown of 
wool, cotton and other organic

materials in the home-such as 
pillows and upholstery stuffing.” 
Dr. Weiner gets his dust from 
mattress manufacturers and up­ 
holstering firms. 
The 4.000 pounds of rough dust 
he uses each year go through 
eight purification stages a n d 
emerge as 10 to 20 pounds of 
pure house dust concentrate, 
enough for two million inocula­ 
tion shots. The stuff no longer 
really then is a dust, but a 
brown syrupy mixture that looks 
like molasses. 
As many as 42 injections may 
be required to provide immuni­ 
zation, plus a booster shot each 
month. 
“No matter how dust-free a 
woman keeps her own home,” 
said Dr. Weiner, “she can’t con­ 
trol the dust in other places she 
goes, such as restaurants, mov­ 
ies, hotels and other people’s 
homes. 
“The only other solu t i o n I 
know would be for her to walk 
around in a spree helmet.” 


St. Paul and Billy Graham

Associated with Paul were e- 
quaily simple men, mostly Jews 
and Syrians. None of them pos­ 
sessed wealth or power or even 
good family names. Certain 1 y 
they had no organization t h a t 
compared with the governmental 
power of Rome, uch men as 
P e t e r or Barnabas possess e d 
great faith but no centurions.

Roman Empire was theirs, with­ 
out firing a shot, without spend­ 
ing huge sums of money, without 
the brilliance of IBM electric 
typewriter» and U N I V A C S to 
measure each night’s take. 
Different times, of course, pro­ 
duce different methods, but when­ 
ever I read of the vast prepara­ 
tions which are being made to 
have New Yorkers hit the saw­ 
dust trail in Madison Square 
Garden under the ministering of 
Billy Graham, 1 cannot help but 
think of St. Paul and the unerring 
simplicity of his thought and his 
organization. 
St. Paul found a small mono­ 
theistic church among the Jews 
in Palestine with a doctrine that 
was several, thousand years in the 
making, a doctrine whose basis 
was the Moral Law as revealed 
by God to Moses and as develop­ 
ed by Rabbis and scholars among 
the Jews. This doctrine included 
the moral concepts of Hammur­ 
abi, the Babylonian, and of Ikhna- 
ton, the Egyptian, but basically 
it was Semitic. 
To this doctrine, just prior to 
the time of Paul, was added the 
teachings of Jesus as stated by 
his apostles. The early Christians 
were Jews who worshipped in 
the same synagogues as other 
Jews, except that those who fol­ 
lowed the teachings of Jesus be­ 
lieved that the Messiah had ar­ 
rived and the others did not. The 
word, Christ, is from the Greek 
and means Messiah. Therefore a 
Christian was one who believed 
in the Messiah — that is, that he 
had come and that he was Jesus. 
Paul went a step further. He 
believed that the Moral Law, the 
Old and New Testaments, but 
principally the teachings of Jesus, 
should be given to a i the world: 
that they were not for Jews alone 
but for Gentiles as well.

And he set out to do it at a 
time when Rome, plagued by 
moral degeneracy and a h i g h 
standard of living that was braz­ 
enly materialistic, was decay­ 
ing from within. 
In many respects, Billy Graham 
faces the same problem in the 
Western World and as he opens 
in New York, he will be dealing 
with as complex a society as any 
evangelist has ever known. 
The rsal danger to Billy’s mis­ 
sion is that sophisticated New 
York will regard him as another 
show, a live act that has had 
good billing and a splendid ad­ 
vance build-up.

By Early Treatments

Seventy - five per cent of breast 
cancers can be cured, if treated 
early. 
Since breast cancer ,s one of 
the most common forms of this 
dread disease— it is responsible 
for 5.2 per cent of the reported 
cancer deaths— we can deal a 
heavy blow to the rising cancer 
toll by detecting it early. 
By early, I mean that it should 
be reported to y o u. r physician 
within a few days or few weeks 
at the most after the appearance 
of the first lump. 
Don’t Delay 
A wait of two or three months 
before you seek medical treat­ 
ment may be too long. 
It’s easy for you women to ex­ 
amine your breasts. In fact, at 
least 98 per cent of the women 
w'ho develop a breast tumor find 
it themselves. 
You should w a t c h for a n y 
dimpling of the skin or retraction 
of the nipple. You. should also be 


ceeus in converting a single sin­ 
ner to .a moral life, Billy Gra­ 
ham has accomplished much.

Unusual Lumps 
F e e l the breasts with th e 
fingers and hands while sitting 
and 'then while lying down. If 
you notice any lumps, rep o r t 
them to your physician. 
Many of these u m p s which 
cannot be noticed when the pa­ 
tient is sitting can be felt when 
lying down. T h e reverse also is 
true. 
The great majority of s u c h 
lumps are not cancerous. I would, 
like to emphasize that. But I also 
want to emphasize that any swell­ 
ing in the breasts should be re­ 
ported to y o u r physician imme­ 
diately. 
These examinations should be 
carried o u t systematically once 
every month. If m o r e women 
would follow this procedure, we 
could cure a lot more cases of 
breast cancer. 
Surgery can cure m o s t such 
cancer cases providing they are 
discovered early enough. When 
surgery is not possible, radiation 
treatment somet i nr. s is v e r y 
effective. 
Breast cancer should be purely 
a problem of medical research. It 
will become just this when women 


finally learn techniques of self- 
examination and see their physi­ 
cians at regular intervals. 
QUESTION AND ANSWER 
S, J.: I have the feeling that 
there is something i my eye all 
of the time. I keep rubbing the 
eyeball constantly. Could this be 
a cataract? 
Answer: The feeling that there 
is something in the eye does not 
occur in cataract. 
This symptom is usually an in­ 
dication that an infection of the 
lining of the membrane over the 
eyeball, and eyelid is present. It 
is known as conjunctivitis. 
A careful examination by your 
physician will indicate the right 
treatment.
